There 
ar€)  several  villages  along  the  coast  and  these  are  visited  during  the 
summer  months  by  several  thousands  of  people  spending  their  summer 
holidays  and  several  sites  for  mobil'^  caravans  are  also  let  along  the  coas 
and  a number  of  tents  and  temporary  sumimier  huts  are  put  in  the  fields.

The  Water  Supoly  at  Benllach,  Cemaes  Bay  and 
Llanerohymiedd  are  now  much  more  satisfactory,  but  the  bacteriological 
reports  on  several  of  the  shallow  wells  in  the  rural  areas  have  been 
unsatisfactory  r.nd  notices  have  been  put  up  that  such  water  v/as  safe  to 
use  for  drinking  and  domestic  use  only  after  boiling. 

Steps  are  continually  been  taken  to  clean  and  further 
protect  the  shallow  wells  until  the  water  scheme  adopted  by  the  Anglesey 
County  Council  an  approved  by  the  Ministry  is  completed  and  pun;  water

The  general  standard  cf  the  houses  in  the  district  is 
go_xrly  good^  but  in  some  of  the  villages  there  are  several  houses  in 
very  poor  oondJ+-ion  and  have  ti-on  condeirincd  as  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
but'  the  40  n.iw  .-jo.nicil  Houses  built  last  year  have  now  been  completed 
and  occupied  so  that  the  housing  problems  at  Llxncrchymedd,  whore  13 
houses  have  been  completed,  G-)mios  Bay  where  IB  houses  have  been  completed 
and  at  hoelfre  where  9 houses  h‘xvo  boon  occupied,  have  been  eased 
considerably  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  housing  problem  in  other  parts  of 
the  district  will  be  gr  atly  helped  by  the  naw  houses  scheduled  to  be 
built .
